To-day there have been farther hostilities 
between the two rival: cootle gullds—ths Tung- 
keon, comprising men from the Tung-koon 
district of Kwang-tung, end the Sre-Yap, or Four 
Dinsicts, Some Tung-koon men got on the 
jouses on the south or fand side 
of Queen's Road W-st, and opened fire with’

mad. While they were amiably conversing, the 
fasillade in Queen’s Road disturbed them, and 
Mr, May had to go out, on the off chance of 
being bit bya stray shot. We are informed that 
the Sz:-yep Goild, having had one man fatally 
wounded yesterday (aot Tung-koon, as at first 
reported) had sworn 2 vendsita, bot st thls 
morning's conference they agreed to commute 
thelr vengeancoat $100, to be pald’by the Tung. 
koon. ‘If this is* not humillating to British 
“law and erder," we would like to know what 5! 

The police are working double, .and all carry 
arms 5 bot ft is little that they can do, however 
well they try. What is wanted isa big display of 
force to overawe the belligerents for two or three 
days—tofa out the garrison {f necessary; for the 
Chinese will not fire a shot ifm military or police 
valform fs in sight, whereas {f not they will zo on 
with thelr stealthy “ picketing " for an {odefinite 
length of time. Nothing short of w great show of 
lawfal power will secure an imme termina- 
tion of these disgracefal outrages; and for thelr 
uldmate and Permanent suppressién, a stern 
example should be made of the ringleaders— 
the mea-who have admiulstered the funds. 
That {s the only real and tangible means of 
fixing responsibillty—the treasore-chest. The 
headmen: of the guilds may plead {nnecence, 
, bat where does the money come from’? How 
ara the up-country desperadoes paid? How are 
the revolvers bought?
